Eye  on  the  Supe 

A  Personal  Commentary  by 
Ruth  Gravanis 

The  Glen  Park  Association's 
first  communication  from  District 
Nine  Supervisor  Lee  Dolson's 
office  was  a  press  release  about 
the  first  meeting  of  the  Advisory 
Council  he  was  forming.  It 
stated  that  the  meeting  had 
included  people  "from  every  part 
of  the  District",  but  in  fact  no 
one  from  Glen  Park  had  been 
invited.     When  Eileen  Wing,  the 
Supervisor' s  Administrative 
Assistant,  was  asked  who  had 
represented  Glen  Park,  she  named 
Bernie  Kelly.     I  phoned  Ms.  Wing 
to  inquire  whether  Mr.  Kelly  was 
able  to  express  the  needs  of 
Glen  Park  residents  to  the 
Supervisor  since  he  does  not  live 
in  District  Nine,  and  whether 
there  was  a  chance  that  a  Glen 
Park  resident  might  be  able  to 
participate  on  the  Council.  In 
a  tone  that  implied  that  I  had 
overstepped  my  bounds,  Ms.  Wing 
told  me  that  the  Supervisor 
could  choose  whomever  he  wanted. 

When  Dolson  himself  was 
asked  the  same  question  at  the 
March  meeting  of  the  GPA  Board 
of  Directors,  he  responded  that 
Mr.  Kelly  had  helped  him  during 
his  campaign  and  that  "you  can't 
cash  losing  chips  at  winning 
windows."     A  bit  later  at  the 
same  get-together,  a  meeting/ 
social  event  generously  hosted 
by  Dolores  Tighe,  Dolson  said  tiiat 
Kelly  was  not  on  the  Advisory 
Council  as  a  representative  of 
Glen  Park  and  that  Kelly  had  never 
discussed  "Glen  Park  Center"  with 
him.   Dolson  also  said  that  he

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Glenridge  Fair 


It^s  time  for  the  annual 
Spring  Fair  in  beautiful  Glen 
Canyon  Park.  The  Glenridge  Co- 
operative Nursery  School,  which 
was  located  In  the  Canyon  before 
it  was  vandalized  for  the  third 
time  in  as  many  months  last  week, 
will  be  sponsoring  its  8th  annual 
fair  on  Sunday,  April  30,  from  10 
a.m.   until  5  p.m. 

Revenue  from  the  fair  is  the 
main  source  of  funds  which  keeps 
Glenridge  Co-op  going  and  this 
year,  as  always,  the  event  is 
crucial  to  the  survival  of  this 
non-profit,  non-sectarian  nursery 
school,  especially  in  light  of  the 
virtual  destruction  of  Its  build- 
ing. 


On  December  26,  vandals  broke 
into  the  Silvertree  building  and 
burned  the  ground  floor  which 
housed  Glenridge.  Thirty  minutes 
later,  almost  $8,000  of  library 
materials ,  records ,  toys  and 
equipment  were  destroyed.  Estima- 
ted damage  to  the  building  was 
$25,000.  Two  weekends  ago,  vandals 
again  broke  into  the  building  and 
caused  further  damage. 

As  In  the  past,  live  music, 
gfcmes ,  food  and  arts  and  crafts 
will  make  for  a  great  day  in  our 
lovely  park.     Admission  is  free. 
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would  welcome  a  representative 
from  the  Association  on  his  Ad- 
visory Council  and  that  he  would 
ask  Lou  Jackson,  Chair  of  the 
Council,  to  call  CPA  President, 
Steve  La  Plante. 

At  the  same  Board  meeting, 
many  other  important  issues  were 
brought  to  the  Supervisor's 
attention  —  vandalism  in  the 
park ,  inadequate  service  from 
the  Recreation  and  Parks  Dept., 
a  need  for  Jitneys  or  smaller 
buses  on  our  steep,  narrow 
streets ,  the  inexcusable  delay 
in  receiving  our  Bicentennial 
Award,  airport  noise,  and  more. 
We  asked  for  Dolson's  help,  and 
he  explained  that  it  is  unethi- 
cal for  the  supervisors  to  dir- 
ect an  order  or  even  give  a 
strong  suggestion  to  a  City 
employee  or  Department,  but  that 
their  influence  comes  from  their 
"power  of  inquiry".  Dolson 
offered  to  send  appropriate  let- 
ters of  inquiry  on  behalf  of  the 
GPA  if  the  Board  sends  him  let- 
ters detailing  the  problems  to 
be  Investigated.  He  also  offer- 
ed to  set  up  a  meeting  with 
Recreation  and  Park  Manager 
Jack  Spring  and  one  with  the 
union  drivers  who  might  oppose 
Jitneys  in  Glen  Park. 

Supervisor  Dolson's  reaction 
to  the  District  Nine  Community 
Council  was  baffling.     The  Coun- 
cil, not  to  be  confused  with 
Dolson* s  own  Advisory  Council , 
was  formed  by  leaders  of  neigh- 
borhood and  merchants'  organi- 
zations throughout  District 
Nine .   Its  purposes  are  to  fur- 
ther communication  and.  unite 
those  organizations  and  to  con- 
vey information  to  and  from  the 
district  supervisor  and  other 
officials.     Dolson  has  been 
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invited  to  every  meeting  of  the 
Council  and  has  not  attended  any. 
He  told  the  GPA  Board  that  he 
didn't  approve  of  the  Council 
partly  because  of  the  people 
who  were  behind  it.  But  most  of 
the  participating  organizations 
are  from  areas  that  voted  for 
Dolson.   Later,  Dolson  told  me 
that  he  would  attend  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Council.  This 
step  will  be  Important  toward 
his  becoming  a  responsive, 
repres ent at i ve  s upe rvis or . 

Frankly,  I  was  disappointed 
with  Lee  Dolson's  appearance  at 
the  GPA  General  Meeting  on  March 
20.     True,  it  was  an  inconven- 
ience for  him  to  rush  to  Glen 
Park  from  City  Hall  on  a  two- 
hour  dinner  break  from  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  meeting. 
But  Dolson  had  promised  to 
attend,  knowing  that  the  members 
wanted  to  hear  about  his  legis- 
lative plans  and  to  ask  questions 
and  air  their  problems.  To 
limit  the  questions  to  three  was 
to  cheat  us.     The  presentation 
of  the  certificate  was  a  nice 
gesture,  but  its  purpose  was 
suspect,  and  it  took  away 
valuable  time  from  the  Question 
and  Answer  session  for  which  many 
people  had  specifically  come. 

On  the  positive  side,  I  was 
Impressed  with  the  Supervisor's 
performance  at  the  March  30th 
General  Meeting  of  the  Diamond 
Heights  Community  Association. 
Dolson  was  very  fair  in  present- 
the  opposition  of  Glen  Park 
residents  to  a  bus  route  change 
desired  by  many  Diamond  Heights 
residents.  Both  Dolson  and  Dist- 
rict Five  Supervisor  Harvey  Milk 
said  they  would  try  for  a  grant 
for  smaller  buses  for  the  hilly 
areas . 

Here's  a  puzzler  —  At  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  Lee  Dolson  moved  to 
sever  Nancy  Walker's  name  from  a 
list  of  candidates  recommended  by 
the  Rules  Committee  to  serve  on 
the  S.F.  Sub-Area  Council  of  the 
West  Bay  Health  Systems  Agency. 
Walker,  President  of  the  Bernal 
Heights  Association,  has  had 
experience  with  the  Agency  and  is 
certainly  well-qualified  for  the 
position.  Dolson  offered  no  rea- 
son for  severing  her  name.  His 
motion  passed,  7  to  4,   at  the 
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April  3rd  Board  meeting.  The 
Board  never  asked  Dolson  for  an 
explanation.   If  there  is  a  rea- 
son, why  wasn't  it  stated  pub- 
licly? Is  it.  simply  an  exagger- 
ated case  of  "You  can't  cash 
losing     chips     at  winning  win- 
dows"? (Nancy  Walker  had  camp- 
aigned for  a  different  super- 
visorial candidate.)  Or  are  deep- 
er political  mysteries  involved? 
And  what  can  be  said  about  the 
Board  as  a  whole  when  it  passes 
a  motion  without  mentioning 
reasons  ?

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Ait*plane  Noise 

The  first  meeting  of  the  GPA 
Airplane  Noise  Committee  was  held 
on  March  27.     The  guest  speakers 
were  Kathy  Van  Velsor  and  David 
Lilly,  both  members  of  the  Board 
of  San  Francisco  Tomorrow,  an 
organization  devoted  to  preser- 
ving the  environment.     Kathy  is 
also  an  active  member  of  AIR 
Force ,  Airport  Impact  Reduction 
Force,  which,  among  other  things, 
seeks  to  control  airport  expan- 
sion, adopt  stronger  noise  regu- 
lations, prevent  entry  of  the  SST, 
and  force  compliance  with  envir- 
onmental law. 

The  evening  was  packed  with 
Information.     A  few  examples: 

1)  "Noise  Shifting"  is  the 
term  used  for  the  airport's 
practice  of  shifting  flight  pat- 
terns from  time  to  time  to 
appease  the  communities  that  com- 
plain the  loudest. 

2)  Contrary  to  widespread 
rumor,  the  San  Francisco  Airport 
Is  in  debt . 

3)  Airport  Commis loners  want 
the  S.F.  Airport  to  be  Number  Two 
and  they  want  the  airport  to  ex- 
pand to  accommodate  31)000,000 
annual  passengers,  as  opposed  to 
the  present  2k  million. 

4)  The  noisy  707's  and  DC-8»s 
could  be  retro-fitted  to  make 
them  quieter,  but  the  process  is 
expensive . 

5)  When  the  FAA  gives  "route 
approval"  for  the  .entry  of  an 
aircraft,  that  particular  carrier 
has  the  choice  of  landing  in  San 
Francisco,  San  Jose,  or  Oakland. 
They  don't  all  have  to  land  at 
SFO. 

6)  Some  things  can  be  done: 

A)  Keep  records  of  flights  —  day 
't ime  di  re ct i on ,  ai rline  ,  etc, 

B)  Call  Bay  TRACON.  Vincent 
Mellone  has  told  us  that  airplanes 
pass  over  Glen  Park  only  in  in- 
clement weather  and  in  emergen- 
cies. If  more  planes  seem  to  be 
strafing  our  neighborhood  on  sun- 
ny days,  call  Mellone  at  562-1^2  3 
and  tell  him  the  exact  time.  If 
he  claims  that  no  flights  passed 
over  at  the  time  you  mention, 
tell  him  that  you  will  have  to 
report  an  unidentified  flying 
object . 

C)  Call  the  Airport  Noise  Abate- 
ment Center,  876-2219,  if  you 
hear  undue  noise.  Insist  that 
your  call  be  specifically  record- 
ed as  a  complaint.  The  Centei 
will  only  record  one  complaint 
per  person  per  month! 

D)  Help  get  a  noise  monitor  In 
Glen  Park.  Since  the  FAA  dis- 
claims the  accuracy  of  any 
portable  monitor,  we  must  con- 
vince the  Noise  Abatement  Cen- 
ter to  Install  a  fixed  one. 

E)  Write  to  Supervisor  Dolson 
(Dist.  9)  and  Mayor  George 
Moscone  to  ask  for  a  hearing 
before  the  Supervisors'  Health 
and  Environment  Committee. 

F)  Join  the  CPA's  Health  and 
Environment  Committee.  Call 
Merclna  or  Ruth,  585-5304.

Three  other  addition- 
al acts  which  will  be  featured  on 
the  playbill  will  be  Whitney  Brown 
and  his  Dog  of  Renown,  Professor 
Gizmo  and  his  one  man  band  and 
Magician  H.F,  Lovecraft. 

The  fun  event  will  niai-k  the 
reopening  of  the  renovated  Theater 
in  the  Canyon  at  Glen  Park.  There 
will  be  two  performances,  Saturday 
evening  May  20  and  a  Sunday  after- 
noon matinee  May  21.  Tickets  will 
be  $3  for  adults,  $2  for  children. 
Tickets  will  be  available  May  1. 


Key- Stumped  Cops 

On  Monday  afternoon,  March  2  7 
the  GPA  met  with  Captain  Edmond 
Cassidy  of  the  Ingleside  Police 
Station,  representatives  of  Rec 
and  Park,  Glen  Canyon  Park  staff, 
and  a  number  of  other  citizens 
concerned  for  Glen  Park,  The  pur- 
pose of  the  meeting  was  to  famil- 
iarize these  groups  with  each 
other,  bring  up  some  continuing 
problems  of  great  irritation  to 
the  neighborhood  and  then  work  at 
a  coordinated  effort  toward  a 
solution.  Vandalism,  motorcycles, 
drunk  and  disorderly  conduct  are 
damaging  the  park,  leaving  it 
less  enjoyable  for  the  majority 
who  treat  it  with  the  respect 
this  valuable  community  asset 
deserves , 

The  feeling  among  Glen  Park 
residents  was  that  more  police 
presence  In  the  park  would  be 
necessary  to  begin  to  alleviate 
the  problem.  Cassidy  and  his 
aide.  Officer  Ralph  Flelg,  seemed 
dutifully  concerned  but  distant, 
contented  to  fend  off  attempts 
to  gain  commitment  by  serenading 
those  assembled  with  the  insur- 
mountable problems  already  facing 
our  Police  Department.  Cassidy 
told  us,  "We  don't  have  the  per- 
sonnel. The  men  don't  have  time 
for  routine  patrol." 

In  addition  to  the  manpower 
shortage,  Fleig  said  a  shortage 
of  gate  keys  was  an  obstacle  to 
patrol  efforts  in  Glen  Canyon. 
He  said  there  wasn't  enough  copies 
of  the  key  which  would  unlock  the 
gate  to  allow  patrol  cars  into 
the  canyon ,  Assistant  Superinten- 
dent of  Parks , Leonard  Fitzpatrick 
stated  that  duplicates  of  keys 
were  available  upon  request  to  the 
Police  Department . No  Shit  Sherlock 
After  the  meeting  adjourned,  those 
present  were  astonished  with  the 
indifference  shown  by  Cassidy  and 
Fleig.

The  House  Judiciary  Subcommit- 
tee on  Criminal  Laws   is  continuing' 
hearings  on  S.1437   (formerly  S.I) 
a  bill  that  rewrites  and  supposed- 
ly reforms  all   federal  criminal 
laws.  The  Senate  has  already  pas- 
sed this  bill, 

S.1437  gives  the  Federal  govt-r- 
nment  increased  power  over  our 
lives  and  threatens  our  riglit  to 
free  speech,  free  press  and  free 
assembly.  It  prohibits  picketing 
or  carrying  a  sign  within  100  feet 
of  any  building  used  by  a  judicial 
official  (Sect. 1328).  It  makes 
phys ical  interference  or  obstacle 
to  a  government  function  a  crime. 
(Sect ,  1  302)  It  prohibits  giviixg 
out  any  information  on  where  or 
how  to  obtain  an  abortion. 

Other  sections  have  been  delib- 
erately  written  so  that   the  Fed- 
eral government  can  intervene  in 
strikes.   S.1437  defines  extortion 
as  obtaining  something  of  value 
from  another  person   (this  includes 
wages)   by  making  that  person  fear 
that  someone  will   suffer  injury 
or  that  property   wi 1 1   be  damaged 
(Sect. 1722).   It  defines  blackmail 
so  that  subjecting  an  employer  to 
economic   loss  or  publicizing  a 
true  fact  that  might  liurt  their 
jusiness  reputation  or  subject 
them  to   ridicule   could  make  a  un- 
ion guilty  (Sect. 1723) . 

The  extremely  broad  wording  of 
the  bill   severely   threatens  any 
jolitical  activity.  For  example, 
protests  against  bui Iding  nuc lear 
)ower   plants   could  be   called  sab- 
otage (Sect.lill).  An^   kind  of 
draft  counsel  irig   would  be  outlaw- 
ed  (Scct.1115),    and  by  question- 
ing our  " san  i  ty " ,   Federal  pros .t- 
utors  could  lock  us  up  in  "suit- 
ble  facilities"   for  at  It-ast  15 
days  without  a  trial   (Chapter  3Cb) 
during  which  time         would   be  sub- 
jected  to   "ps^  chiatr  ic   t  reatmcnt" 
There  arc  many  more  dangers    i  n 
Jii  s   3'^'2-pag('   bill.  A  nationwide 
jetition   caiiipaign  against  3.1  07 
las   begun  and   1  I    ropr  esejita  t  j  v 
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i  nc  lud  ing  Joli£i  Burton  and  Hon 
bellums,   have   introduced  11. U. 1066 
asking  the  House  Judiciary  Commit- 
ee   to  dibapprovc   the  bill  and  con 
duct  ful 1  opea  hearings  on  crimina 
code  r e f oriu . 

Harvey  Milk  (Uist.'jj   and  Carol 
Uuth  Silver   (bist.6)   have  intro- 
duced a  tosolutioii  into   the  Nat- 
ional  Af f ai  rs  Committee   of  the 
San  Franc  i  sco   3oard  of  Superv  i  sors 
oppos  i  ji^    this  bill.
